-men 1 ever feryed with), threw fhells into the centre 
of this column with evident effe&, and checked it con- 
fiderably.

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the crews up to the breach armed with pikes. The en- 
thufiaftic gratitude of the ‘Turks, meno, women, and 
children, at fight of fuch’a reinforcement, at fuch a time, 
is not to be defcribed. 

Many fugitives returned with us to the breach, which 
we found defended by a few brave ‘lurks, whofe mott 
deitruétive miffile weapons were heavy (tones, which, 
ftriking the affailants on the head, overthrew the fore- 
moit down the flope, and impeded the progref of the 
relt. A fucceflion, however, afcended to the affault, 
the heap of ruins between the two parties ferving as a 
brealtwork for both, the muzzles of their muiquets 
touching, and the fpear-heads of the ftandards locked. 
Geagza Pacha hearing the Englifh were on the breach, 
quitted his [tation, where, according to the ancient 
‘Turkith cuftom, he was fitting to reward fuch as thould 
bring him the heads of the enemy, and diftributing 
mufket cartridges with his own hands. The energetic 
oldyman coming behind us, pulled us down with vio- 
lence, faying, if any harm happened to his Englifh 
friends all was loft. ‘This amicable contelt as to who 
fhould defend the breach, occafioned a ruth of ‘Turks to 
the fpot, and thus time was gained for the arrival of 
the firft body of Haffan Bey’s troops. I had now to 
combat the. Patha’s reluctance to admitting any troops 
but his Albanians into the garden of ‘his feraglio, be- 
come a very important poit as occupying the terre-plein 
of the rampart. ‘There was not above 200 of the ori- 
ginal thoufand Albanians left alive. This was no time 
for debate, and LT over-ruled his objections by introdu- 
cing the Chifflick regiment of 1090 mea armed with 
bayonets, difciplined aftes the European method under 
Sultan Selim’s own ‘eye, and placed by his Imperial 
‘Majefty’s exprefs commands at my difpofal. ‘The gar- 
fon animated by the appearance of fuch a reinforcement, 
| was now all on foot, and there being confequently e- 
Pnough to defend the breach, I propoled to the Pacha 
to get rid of the object of his jealoufy, by opening his 
gates to let them make a fally and take the ailailants in 
flank : he readily complied, and I gave direétions to 
the Colonel to get poffeilion of the enemy’s,third paral- 
Jel or neareft trench, and there fortify himfelf by thift- 
ing the parapet outwards. This order being clearly 
under{tood, the gates were opened and the Turks rufh- 
ed out, but they were not equal to fuch_a movement, 
and were driven back to the town with lofs. Mr Bray, 
however, as ufual, protected the town-gate eflicacioully 
with gtape from the 68-pounders. ‘The fortie’ had this 
good effect, that it obliged the enemy to expofe them- 
felves above their parapets, fo that our flanking: fire 
brought down numbers of them, and drew their force 
from the breach, fo that the {mall number remainmg on 
the lodgment were killed or difperfed by our few re- 
mainiog hand-grenades thrown by Mr Savage, midfhip- 
man of the Thefeus. ‘The enemy began a new breach 
by an inceftaat fire direéted to the fouthward of the 
‘lodgment, every fhot knocking down whole fheets of a 
wail much lefs folid than that of the tower on which 
they had expended fo much time and ammunition. 

The groupe of Generals and aids-du-camp which the 
thells from the 68 pounders had frequently difperfed, 
was now reaflembied on Richard Coeur de Lion’s 
Mount. Buonaparte was diftinguifhable in the centre 
of a femicircle ; his gefticulations indicated a renewal 
of attack, and his difpatching an aid-du-camp to the 
camp, fhewed that he waited only for a reinforcement. 
I gave direftions for Haffan Bey’s. thips to take their 
{tation in the fhoal water to the fouthward, and made 
the Tigre’s fignal to weigh, and join the Thefeus to 
the northward. A little before funfet a maflive column 
appeared advancing to the breach with afolemn ftep.— 
The Pacha’s idea was not to defend the brink this 
time, but rather to let a certain number of the. enemy 
in, and then clofe with them, according to the Tur- 
kith mode of war. The column thus mounted the 
breach unmolefted, and defcended from the rampart 
into the Pacha’s gardeo, where, in a very few minutes, 
the braveft and moft advanced among them lay headlefs 
corpfes, thefabre, with the addition of a dagger in the 
other hand, proving more than a match for the bayonet; 
the reft retreated. precipitately 5, and the Commanding 
Officer, who was feen manfully encouraging his men to 
mount the breach, and who we have fince learnt to be 
General Lafne, was carried off, wounded by a muf- 
General Rombaud was killed. Much con- 
fufion arofe in the town from the aétual” entry of the e- 
nemy, it having been impoflible, nay impolitic; to give 
‘previous information to every body of the mode of de- 
fepce adopted, Jelt the enemy fhould come toa know- 
ledge of it by means of their numerous emiflaries. 

The Englith uniform, which had hitherto ferved as a 
rallying point for the old garrifon wherever it appeared, 
was now inthe dufk. miltaken for French, the newly, 
arrived Turks not diltinguifhing between one hat and 
another in. the crowd, and thus many a fevere blow of 
a fabre was partied by our officers, among which Colo- 
nel Douglafs, Mr Ives, and Mr Jones had nearly lott 
their lives, as they were forcing their way through a 
torrent of fugitives. Calm was reftored by the Patha’s 
exertions, aided by Mr T'rotte, juft arrived with Haf- 
fan Bey, and thus the contelt of 25 hours ended, both 
parties being fo fatigued as to be unable to move. 

Buonaparte will, no doubt, renew the attack, the 
breach being, av ebove-defcribed, perfectly practicable 
for 50 men a-bred[t’; indeed, the town is not, nor ever 
has been, defenfible according to the rules of art; but, 
according to every other rule it muft and fhall be de- 
fended, not that it is in itfelf worth defending, but 
we feel that it is by this breach Buonaparte means to 
march to further -conqueits. It is on the iffue of this 
conflié that depends. the opinion of the multitude of 
fpectators on the furroynding hills, who wait only to 
fee how it ends to join the victor, and with fuch a reine 
forcement for the execution of his known projects, Con- 
ftantinople, and even Vienna, mutt feel. the fhock. 

Be affured, my Lord, the magnitude of our obliga- 
tiers does but increafe the energy of our efforts ia the 
attempt to difcharge our duty, and though we may, and 
probably fhall be overpowered, I can venture to fay that 
the French army will be fo much farther weakened 
before it prevails, as to be little able to profit by its dear 
bought victory.

Ee raifed the fiege of Acre on the 2oth May, lea 
ving all his heavy artillery behind him, either buried or 
thrown into the fea, where, however, it is vifible, aad 
can be eafily weighed. ‘The circumitances which led 
to this event, fubfequent to my lait difpatch of the oth 
inftant, are as follows : 

Conceiving that the ideas of the Syrians as to nd 
pofed irrefi(tible prowefs of thefe invaders, mutt be Qhan- 
ged fince they had witneffed the checks which th¢ be- 
fieging army daily met with in their operations before the 
town of Acre, I wrote a circular letier to the Princes 
and Chiefs of the Chriftians of Mount Lebanon, and al- 
fo to the Sheiks of the Drufes, recalling them to a 
fenfe of their duty, and engaging them to cut off the 
fupplies from the French camp. I fent them, at the 
fame time, a copy of Buonaparte’s impious proclama- 
tion, in which he boafts of having overthrown all Cliri- 
{tian eftablifaments, accompanied by a fuitable exhorta- 
tion, calling upon them to chufe between the friendfhip 
of a Chriltian Knight and that of an unprincipled rene- 
gado. ‘This letter had all the effect I could defire.— 
They immediately fent me two ambafladors, profefling 
not only frigndthip but obedience ; affuring me that in proof 
of the latter they had fent out parties to arre(t fuch of the 
mountaineers as Mhould be found catrying wine and gun- 
powder to the French camp, and placing eighty prifon- 
ers of this'defcription at my difpofal. I had thus the fa- 
tisfaétion to find Buonaparte’s career further northward 
effectually {topped by a warlike.people inhabiting an im- 
penetrable country. “General Kleber’s divifion had been 
{ent ealtward towards the fords of the Jordan, to op- 
pofe the Damafcus army ; it was recalled from thedce 
to take irs turn in the daily efforts to mount the breach 
at Acre, in which every other divifion in fucceflion had 
failed, with the lofs of their braveft men, and above 
three-fourths of their officers. It feems much was 
hoped from this divifion, as it had by its firmnefs, and 
the fteady front it oppofed in the form of a hollow 
fquare, kept upwards of ten thoufand men in check du- 
ring a whole day .in. the plain between Nazereth and 
Mount Tabor, till Buonaparte came with his horfe-ar- 
tillery and extricated thele troops, difperfing the mul- 
titude of irregular cavalry by which they were complete- 
ly furrounded. 

The Turkith Chifflick regiment having beemcenfured 
for the ill -fuccefs of their fally, aod their unfteadinefs in 
the attack of the garden, made a freth fally the next 
night, Soliman Aga, the Lieut.-Col. being determined to 
retrieve the honour of the regiment by the pun¢tual exe-, 
cution of the orders I had given him to make himfelf ma- 
{ter of the enemy’s third paralle!, and this he did moft ef- 
fetually ; but the impetuofity of a few carried them on 
to the fecond trench,,where they loft fome of their 
ftandards, though they fpiked four guns before their 
retreat. Kleber’s divifion, inftead of mounting the breach 
according to Buonaparte’s intention, was thus obliged to 
{pend its time and its ftrength in recovering thefe works, 
in which it faucceeded after a confli& of three hours, 
leaving every thing in flatu’ guo, except the lofs of men, 
which was very confiderable on both fides. 

After this failure, the French grenadiers abfolutely 
refufed to mount the breach any more over the putgid 
bodies of their unburied companions, ‘facrificed in for- 
mer attacks by Buonaparte’s impatience and precipita- 
tion, which led him to commit fuch palpable errors as 
even feamen cogld take advantage of. He feemed to 
have no principle of ation but that of prefing forward, 
and appeared to ftick at nothing to obtain the object of 
his ambition, ‘although it muft be evident to everybody 
elfe that even if he fucceeded to take the town, the fire 
of the fhipping maft drive him out of ic again in a fhort 
time ; however, the knowledge the garrifon had of the 
inhuman maflacre at Jaffa, rendered them defperate in 
their perfonal defence. ‘Two attempts to affaflinate me 
in the town having failed, recourfe was had to a molt 
flagrant breach of every law of honour and war, A 
flag of truce was fent into the town by the hand of an 
Arab dervife with a letter to the Pacha, propofing a 
ceflation of arms for the purpofe of burying the dead 
bodies, the {tench from which became intolerable, and 


fides, many having died delirious within a few hours af- 
ter being feized with the firft {ymptoms of infection. 

It was natural that we fhould gladly liften to this 
propofition, and that we fhould confequently be off our 
guard during the conference. While the anfwer was 
under confideration, a volley of fhot and fhells on a fud- 
den announced an affault, which, however, the garrifon 
was ready to receive, and the affailants only contributed 
to increafe the number of the dead bodies in queftion, 


loyally facrificed them. I faved the life of the Arab 
from the effect of the indignation of the Turks, and took 
him off to the Tigre with me, from whence I fent him 
back to the General, with a meflage, which made the 
army afhamed of having been expofed to fuch a merited 
reproof. Subordination was now at an end, and all 
hopes of fuceefs haying vanifhed, the enemy had no al- 
ternative left but a precipitate retreat, which was put in 
execution in the night between the 2oth and 21ft in- 
ftant. I had above faid, that the battering train of ar- 
tillery (exeept the carriages, which were burnt) is 
now in our hands, amounting to twenty-three pieces. 
The howitzers and medium twelve-pounders, originally 


ly employed to make the firft breack, were embarked in 
the country veffels at Jaffa, to be conveyed coaltwife, with 
the worft among the 2000. wounded, which embartaffed 
thedmameh of the army. This operation was to be expeét- 
00k care, therefore, to be between Jaffa and 
Damietta before the French army could get as far as 
the former place. The veflels being hurried to fea, 
without feamen to navigate them, and the wounded 
being in want of every neceflary, even water and pto- 
vifions, they fteered {trait to his Majefty’s thips, in full 
confidence of receiving the fuccours of humanity, in 
‘which they were not difappointed. I have fent them 
on to Damietta, where they will receive fuch further 
aid as their fituation requires, and which it was out of 
my power to give fo many. 

Their expreffions of gratitude to us were mingled 
with execrations on the name of their General, who 
had, as they faid, thus expofed them to peril rather 
than fairly and honourably renew the intercourfe with 
the Englifh, which he had broken off by a falfe and 
malicious affertion, that I had intentionally expofed the 
former prifoners to the infection’of the plague. ‘To the 
honour of the French army, be it faid, this affertion was 
not believed by them, and it thus recoiled oa its author. 
The intention of it was evidently to do away the effect 
which the proclamation of the Porte began to make on 
the foldiers, whofe eager hands were held above the pa-

Writes to a friend, inclofing a journal of the proceedings 
“of the feet. The following’ is the concluding article :
